‘leas form one of the principal means of come 
musication of the disease from the infected to 
the uninfected... Careful experiments by the 
Plague Kesearch Commistion have been the 
means of doing this, The following experi- 
_Ment was tried over and over again with the 
same result and proves conclusively the part 
played by the flea in the-spread of the disease. 
In a room in which had. been found the dead 
body of w rat that had succumbed to plague 
were placed other animals, some unprotected 
and others completely protected. from the at- 
tacks of the fleas by means of fine metallic 
wire gauze -coverings to their cages and by 
other expedienis, in every casa the unpro- 
tected animals contracted plague and died, 
while the protected remained immune, The 
fleas which were discovered both on the body 
of the dead rat and on those of the unprotected 
animals were undoubtedly the means by which 
the infection was communicated. This, which 
may be described as a laboratory experiment, 
is convincing enough y but the truth of the flea 
theory is brought out with startling effect by the 
following. Wequoteftomanarticleinthe Times 
of India from which the above information ig 
got:—"“A case or two of plague appeared in the 
village of Sion Koliwada, on the outskirts of 
Bombay. Dead rats infected by plague were 
found in the houses. The population were in- 
duced lo evacuate their dwellings, and in each 
house captive animals were introduced, some 
unprotected and some protected. The results 
have been must striking. The unprotected 
animals were atlacked by, sat fleas (found ‘to. 
be suffering fiom plague), ‘and they died of 


mune. What is more, the gradual process of. 
the spread of plague from house to house 
Uhrough this vil‘age temporarily tepopulated by” 
animals was clearly traced. The animals had 
no contact or commuuic tion with each other, 
each house was slut off from the rest; and in

Living 
rats suffering {rom plague evidently gradually 
carried the fleas from house to house; fleas on

Hy means of these experiments the. case 
against the rat and the flea. that the harbour is 
madg only too clear and the necessity for rid- 
ding our houses of both becomes only too mani+ 
fest.

Kvacuation of a house until suc 
limes as perhaps all the infected rats and fleas 
have died aff seems to be the conclusion to be 
derived from the following, which we quote 
from the same article. Mr. Leslie Rogers, 
the Secretary to the Bombay Chamber of 
Commerce, “found a dead rat in the 
dressing room of his apartments. It was 
seen at close quasters by his family. He dis-, 
posed of the rat“at once, but did sot leave the 
apartments. Three days afterwards his little, 
daughter was seized with plague, from which 
she died. A gentleman who lived in the ad- 
joining rooms. also found a dead rat in his 
apartments, . He sent it at once to the Plague 
Kesearch Laboratory at Parel, where it was 
fcund to have died from plague, and to be 
carrying flea which subsequent examination 
proved to be also suffering from plague. On 
receipt of a telephone message to this effec 
he promptly abandoned his apartments, an 
no Caso of plague has since been traced to that 
particular discovery.” hs 
The safest thing, then, would be to evacuate 
at once a house where a plague case occurs or 
where rats dead of plague are found, the house 
rot to be occupied again until thorough’ 
cleansed and effectively rid of rate and fleas; 
and the wisdom of destroying by burning plague 
infected huts becomes at once apparent. The 
same may be said of the necessityfortheremoval 
of plague cases and contacts and the ‘keeping 
of the latter under observation; for as long 
as they renain under ordinary conditions in the 
same infected place they-are so many sources 
of possible infection and re-infection. We 
know that other ideas obtain locally, and many 
decry the removal of plague contacts to.the 
segregation camp as a cruelty, If, however, 
they read the above thoughtfully, and put away 
preconceived ideas about plagus belag brought 
about by fright, they must see that the kindest 
thing to do, both for the contacts themselves

that the sections mentioned did not ‘refer to 
. cpmpounds. Clearly the Ordinance as a whole 
did $0, but not the individual sections, and he 
would ask his Worship to read those sections 
and construe them with the amended sections. 
By thisthey hada Aefinition of compounds of 
opium. Coming to section 39 he found. it’ 
referred to opium alone. His contention was 
that if-the legislators intended that ‘opium’ 
should apply to compounds of opium they 
would have said so, but “here they did not say 
so, and therefore it could not be. taken that 
“opium” ‘included compounds of opium.

GUNPOWDER EXPLOSION AT 
‘OSAKA. 


A TERRINLE EXPERIENCE. 
oo 

"As reported by telegram in the Telegraph of 
the 17th inst. an explosion of gunpowder oc- 
curred at Osaka shortly after nine on the mom- 
ing of that diy which might have had terrible 
results, bat which was unattended by any 
fatality. From the /ufan Chronicle, of 48th 
inst., we. gather the following particulars :— 

Al about 9 20 a roar as of thunder was heard 
all-over the city, anda heavy volume of black 
smoke was seen to'rise in the north-west, The 
citizens had scarcely recovered from their 
alarm’ when a second roar, louder than the 
first, caused great excitement and shook the 
whole city. ' The explosives dept of a gun- 
powder merchant at Fuka-mura, Mr. Awaya; 


‘| had been blown to pieces and surrounding pro- 


perty damaged toa preatextent. For sometime 
after theexplosion nothing could be seen for suf. 
focating smoke. Theviolenceol the ‘shocks may 
bejudgedfrom | thefactthat people inneighbour- 
ing villages were knockéd to the ground and 
women fainted. The premises of Mr. Awaya 
gover 6;8tsubo, bat the buildings jt tsubo only: 
There were three slorchouses, in one being 
stored Kunpowder, rifle cartridges, fuses, and 
guncotton; in another Concussion and other 
fuses; and in the ‘third dynainite. These, of 
-course, were blown to ators, but all the opera- 
tives al the time were working in a brick 
building which. “actually escaped undamaged . 
and only one or two men recived slight hurts, 

The damage to surrounding property was 
very great, and the envbankment of the ‘new 
Yodo-gawa fora distance of 180 feet. was torn 
up, Fisstires were: made in the ground as after 
an carthyuake, wreckage af all sorts was strewn 
about, and it may be considered remarkab le. 
indeed that no lives were lost, 

Hamlets near Fuku- -mura: suffered serious 
dimage, and passengers in railway trains, &c., 
on hearing the seporls 7 andvfecling the shocks 
rushed for the exits in ‘their desire to provide 
for their awn safety. 


From further particulars it appears that the. 
premises. of the Osaka Sulphuric Acid and, 
Soda Company, which are situated just be- 
youd the new’ Yodo niver, ‘opposite the ex- 
plosives depit, suffered very severely, Allthe 
other buildings comprsing the factory—with 
the exception af brick- built houses—were: 
severely knocked about, with ceilings and walls 
giving way and windows blown to pieces. The 
ustrongly-built, wall argund the company ‘was’ 
alsor completely destroyed. Fortunately all the 
operatives, aboul 6. in number, were at work 
wthe brick buildings, and only two or three 
were slightly hurt. The damage to the faciory, 
premises is estimated at about Y1o.000, 

In Fuku-mura, 386 houses were more or less 
damaged. In Qau-mura 239 houses ‘ were 
damaged, §3 severely, and in Hyakujima 135 
houses were affected. ~ 

. The actual cause of the: explosion remains 
unexplained. {t is stated that at about 
o'clock on Monday, sfternoon the man in 
charge of the explosives depit took out sixteen 
cases of guopowder to be delivered to the 
Kuwahara Shoten in’ Dojima, Osaka, It is 
supposed the man carelessly piled up the cases 
after the required number was taken out, and 
that later the cases on top fell down ani’ in 
some way were ‘exploded. The: loss is 
estimated at about Y4 4090, Y2z5,000 of 
which 15 covered by the Tokyo Fire Cffice.

‘THE DEATH OF MAGISTRATE 

CHIANG Of NANCHANG. 

a f. 
The following are the reports of Dr. C. H. 
Dawe, on his examination of the wounds: from 
which Magistrate Chiang of Nanchang died on 
the tst March Inst: + . 

HLM.S, Snipe, 
._ Nanchangfu, 3rd March, 1905. 

Sir,—t have the honour to report that I have 
this day examined the wounds in the neck of 
the deceased Chiang—late magistrate of this. 
city—which ard alleged by the Chinese to have, 
caused his death. “The Chinese officials state 
that the. wounds: were inflicted ‘on 22nd 
February about 7 p.m. aad that the mah died 
asa result thereof on fst March about’ 10 a.m, 
Decensed was aged about sixty years, 

At the time of examination (3 p.m.), he had 
been dead fifty-three hours. I found him 
swathed in cotton: wool and bandages fully 
dressed, nnd lying in a coffin. 

The bandages and wool were removed, s0 
that the front of the neck. was fully exposed. 
In-the middle ofthe thront there was a wide 
gaping wound. The remainder of the skin of 
neck and that of face were free from any 
wounds, bruises, or.oiher signs of violence. 
The Chinese stated that there were no wounds 
on any other part of the body—none on hands 


sight-handed, The skin was cold, moist, and 
flaccid and ‘quite clear except for.a few patches 
of yellow dried (postmortem) skin. . There’ ‘was 
one oval patch three-quarters of an inch’ by 
half-an-inch—one-inch-and-a-half. above. the 
middle of the tight collar-bone. - Over: both 
collar- ones the skin was dried and yellow, 
more extensively overthe left collar-bone, The 
clevator ‘muscles of the lower jaw and the 
muscles at the back of the neck were quite 
flaccid the absence of. rigor-mortis substantiat- 
ing the slow and gradual death of deceased. 

STATEMENT OF CHARACTER OF WOUND, 

In the'middle of the throat was x wide gap- 
ing horizdntal wound—2}-in. horizontally by 
ti-in, vertically in median line. The wound 
+] exposed the whole of the vertical anterior 
aspect of the thyroid cartilage ' (Adam's .apple 
and portion helow) in the centre, and the solt 
parts Interally. .

The incision was at the | level of the upper 
berder of the thyroid cartilage dividioy the 
skin and superficial structures—small veins, 
nerves and cutaneous muscle‘ fibres. The 
whole of the wound was discoloured—it was of 
a dirty greyish black which was most marked 
at the free anterior damaged edges: of the thy- 
roid cartilage and faded gradually off to a mo- 
derate discoloration iv the lateral soft portions, 
The discoloration was least marked at the up- 
per left ‘angle of the wound. The edges af the 
wound being flaccid, overhung the upper and 
lower: parts af the, wound—the overlapping 
being most marked over the lower part. No 
signs of bruising were present in the skin of 
the edge of the wound or around. the wound, 
Just external to the lower part of the thyroid 
cartilage on the right side was a pit tin, deep 
iunning backwards betweéa the soft parts and 
the cartilage. « Discoluration in Uus was uni- 
form with the remaipder of the soft parts on 
Ue right side.

Headmaster of Harrow School, subsequently 
Bishop of Calcutta and to-day. a Canon of 
Westminster, at the invitation of many of the 
leading educationalists in Tokio, delivered an 


| address in the Hall of the Higher ‘Commercial 


School on Thursday, April 12th, The subject 
on which be bad been requested.to speak was 
“The Training of the English gentleman in 
the Public Schools and at the Universities.’ " 
There was no \nterpreter, but the Bishop's 
enunciation was exceedingly clear and he held 
his large audience in rapt attention. The 
Public Schools and Universities’ system of 
education in England having been a develop: 
ment from ancient times, and having adapted 


-iiself-to-the- needs.of_each_yeneration,-was_s0- 


‘peculiarly a national growth that it would 
be impracticable | to try to ‘reproduce it in 
any other soil than its own, and the 
Bishop’s hearers felt conscious that there 
wag ‘certainly nothing answering to it in’ 
modern Japan, Nevertheless, the main 
principle insisted on by the lecturer was one 
that cannot be too often reiterated in any 
country, namely, that education did not mean 
simply storing the mind with knowledge, but, 
that it meant the-training of the character—the 
moral and the social: training as‘much as the 
intellectual, This could onty bedone in small 
measure by books, but character was formed 
by making boys, aod young men responsible 
members of a corporate body or society and 
infasing into that society high ideas of honour 
and duty, The lecturer dwelt on'the import- 
ance of the monitorial system, the value of 
games, and lastly in a few words on: the power 
of the school and coliege chapel and the teli- 
gious influence. 

The Minister. of Education introduced the 
lecturer; Baron Suyematsu proposed a vote of 
thanks which elicited great applause, and the 
British Ambassador, who added a few words, 
was also heartily received.
